SEVERAL SPECIAL ORDERS. 



Among DM Most Important Measures to 
Be Considered By the Senate Is the 
World's Fair Blll-The Silver Ques- 
tion May He Considered In the House. 
Other Washington Dispatcher. 

Washington, April 21.— On Monday 
the world's fair bill comes up in the sen- 
ate as the special order, and Mr. Hawley 
who hasi the bill in charge, will insist 
upon its consideration. There is likely 
to be some debate on its various provi- 
lions, as KassTS, Blackburn and Vest ex- 
pect to speak. If the world's fair bill is 
finished on .Monday the District of Co- 
lumbia appropriation bill, which Mr. 
Plumb has given notice he will call up, 
will Ire next in order. This, however, 
can Ire disposed of in one day. 

The land forfeiture bill is on the pro 
gram, but may Ire laid aside to take up 
thi' administrative customs bill, upon 

which there will be considerable discus- 
sion, although the bill has already 
passed ili'' senate very nearly in its pres- 
ent form. Stnne of the I leniocratic sen- 
ator.-, are in a position to make this bill 
a ptS upon which to hang political 
speeches. There is no particular hurry 
about the land forfeiture bill, b. it from 
the etrorts made by Mr. Plumb to have 
it take precedence last Friday, there is a 
chance that lie will make another effort 
this week, and if it gets up it is likely to 
lie the subject for Friday * debate. Sat- 
urday the senate takes up the calendar. 

The business of the house during the 
week may be nn-atly Influenced by the 
caucus of Hcpublican represen atives on 
the silver question. Should a satisfac- 
tory bill be agreed upou in the caucus, it 
will be brought up for discission and 
pushed to a consideration before the end 
of the weak. This is the disposition at 
present. 

Other matters of general interest will 
also be brought forward in the house. 
Monday will lie suspension dav. but it 
has been agreed to let the regular order 
go by the troard, and to take up the con- 
ference report on the Oklahoma terri- 
tory bill. Tins is a priviliged matter, 
and takes precedence of nearly all other 
business. 

The judiciary committee is anxious to 
bring up the National bankruptcy bUl 
during the week, and will probably suc- 
ceed in de n ! so aft r the appropriations 
Committee geti the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriations bill out of 
the way. 'I here is also a chance that 
the judiciary committee may call up the 
copy right bill. 

No agreement has been reached be- 
tween the leaders of the two sides of the 

liouse concerni ng the ta riff discussion. 

Pension Prosper! 

Washington, April 21.— There is little 
chance for the passage this session of the 
bill introduced by Mr. Herrmann to pen- 
sion the survivors of the Oregon Indian 
wars of !N4i 4s and 1 S ,V>-oo. The mem- 
bers of the ■ h' - committee of the 

house, to whom the bill was referred, 
have talked it over and decided that it 
should not Ire acted up. .n by them until 
after other general pension bills have 
been disposed of. Bills to pension the 
soldiers and sailors of the Mexican war, 
and the survivors of the Indian wars 
that took place in the south and south- 
west, between 1832 and 1848. are before 
the house, and it is bettered that con- 
siderable Opposition to the Oregon bill 
would be manifested should an attempt 
be made to call it for discussion and 
passage l*>fore the other bills referred to 
nave been taken up. 

The members of the committee liuve 
another objection to the bill. They 
think it too soon to pension the sur- 
vivors of wars occurring as late as the 
Oregon conflicts, and have so Cold -Mr. 
Herrmann. The bill directs the secre- 
tary of the interior to place upon the 
pension rolls the names of the surviving 
Officers and enlisted men, including mil- 
itia and volunteer: , of the territory of 
Oregon, in die Cay use war and the OOB- 
flicts of lN.Vr-5-r, and to embrace 
all am ployed or enlisted men who 
were en mute to, or were actually en- 
gaged in a battle, also surviving widows 
of Officers and enlisted men. The bill 
provides for uniform pensions of $8 per 
month. 



Desertions from the Army. 

\Y AMiiMiioN, April 21.— The reports 
reoeiTsd tit the war department for the 
nine months beginning with the fiscal 
year July 1, 1889. and ending March 81. 
1800, show that there have been 1,57* 
desertions from the regular army during 
that period. For the corresponding 
months of previous vear, there were 
1,W3 desertions— a reduction this year, 
of over 10 tier cent. The desertions for 
March were but 151 as compared with 
285 during March, 1889. The percentage 
of desertions to the enlisted strength of 
army has been, for this period, 6. 1 per 
cent., and for the same period last year, 
it was ;.« per cent. 

Secretary Proctor has taken an active 
personal interest in this subject, and has 
labored diligently to remedy this evil, 
with some success as the figures show. 
In his annual report he showed that it 
WM Only partly a question of adminis- 
tration, but that there was also legisla- 
tion needed. Tim house has already 
passed bills in the line of the secretary s 
suggestions, and it is believed that if the 
same passed the senate ami lieeame laws 
they will enable him to accomplish much 
more in this direction. Not only is the 
prevalence of desertion in the regular 

army- demoralising to the ai my itself, 

but the expense to the government in re- 
o/uiting. and for the transportation of 
now men is considerable. 

Wiir Vessels lor Hehrltig Sen. 

Wasiiivmmv, April 21.— It is the geu- 
er.d imp -es i at the navy department 
that u most vigorous policy is to be pur- 



sued in regard" to protecting American 
interests in Alaskan waters. A number 
of vessels will be sent into Behring sea 
as soon as they can be fitted out. The 
fleet of United States vessels which will 
cruise in Behring sea during the sealing 
and salmon seasons will consist of the 
Alert, hanger, Pinta, Thetis, Rush, 
Bear and Corwin, and possibly the Iro- 
quois. 

At present all efforts are being direct- 
ed to lifting out the Ranger, as it was 
found that that vessel could be prepared 
for the service in less time than would 
be necessary to prepare the Alert. Work 
will be concentrated on the Alert, how- 
ever, as soon as the Ranger is fitted out. 
Several of the other vessels need slight 
repairs, and as soon as these are com- 
jjeted they will start for their destina- 

The Grant Statue Hill. 

Washington, April 21.— The bill in- 
troduced by Senator Squire, of Wash- 
ington, last Wednesday, providing for 
the erection of an equestrian statue of 
Oen. Ulysses S. Orant in this city, was 
pas-ed upon favorably by the committee 
on public buildings and grounds. Satur- 
day, and la'er in the day Mr. Sijuire re- 
ported it I ack to the senate. There is 
unanimou agreement among the mem- 
bers of the committee that at the ear- 
liesl practicable moment the bill shall lie 
tak.-n up and passed, so that it may be 
sent to the h<HISC and there put uiron its 
passage in order to have it enacted into 
law before the fifth anniversary of the 
death of the man whose memory this 
monument is to commemorate.

MISSISSIPP OVERFLOW. 

Ponehatoula In Danger from the En- 
croaching Waters. 

New Orleans, April 21.— The Pica- 
yune's Ponehatoula, La., special says: 
The water is ri.dng rapidly on the Illi- 
nois Central road, and is coming near 
to town. It is expected that the road 
will have to abandon all work. 

The road officials will make a trial 
trip with the Camelia to Wadshoro to- 
morrow with a view to running regu- 
lar. The nor> h pass bridge is afloat, 
and the south ptiss bridge is expected to 
go soon. Moats t>ail from Pass Mauchao 
alongside the railroad to within one and 
a half miles of this town. 

The Times- Democrat's st. Joseph, La., 
special says: The river l as ris *n three- 
quarters of an inch in the past twenty- 
four hours. The backwater continues 
to rise siowy but steadily, and is doing 
more damage than was at first antici- 
pated. The levees are holding well. 
Weather cloudy aud warm. 

The tlraw at the southern end of the 
New ( )i lean and Northeastern railroad 
bridge over Lake Ponchartrain has been 
rendered useless At 7 o'clock yester- 
day t-t ening the United States govern- 
ment ten lei Orover, refusing to answer 
her helm, ran into it and tilted it over. 

A large force is at work on it, but it is 
thought that travel over that line will 
be impeded for two or three days. 

The Illinois Cential railroad has thirty 
car loads of bananas which were to have 
gone over that road for northern points 
this morning, but are now left on their 

bands. 

The LouisviUs and Nashville is the 
only railroad on the east side of the Mis- 
sissippi river that now has an uninter- 
rupted hue of communication with this 
city. 

KILLED MIsTr IEND. 

A Shoot Iiik AStray '» the Presence of Two 
H n ii il red I rslon I s t s. 

St. Joseph, Mo., April 21.— Charles 
Carroll, age i 80, a dissipated fellow, shot 
and instantly killed Oeorge Dockborn, 
aged H5, a country laboror, about 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at Elwood, a 
small Kansas town across the Missouri 
river, in a most brutal manner. Both 
men had been drinking freely all day 
and were on the friendliest terms. Car- 
roll accused Dockborn of stealing $10 
from him, which was untrue, and when 
the latter remonstrated Carroll pulled a 
pistol and fired two bullets, striking 
Uockhorn in the breast and abdomen. 

The murder was committed in the 
presence of 200 excursionists who were 
landing from a boat. Carroll was pur- 
sued and captured after emptying his 
revolver at the crowd, but through the 
stupidity of the authorities was allowed 
to escape. A posse is searching for the 
murde-er and whea captured he will no 
doubt be lynched. 

LtTTLK Ruck, Ark., April 21. — News 
of a fatal stabbing affray has been re- 
ceived here from Hempstead county. 
J. V. Hildreth and Tony Cooper, two 
farmers, while rebuilding a fence Satur- 
day fell out atsnit the ownership of some 
rails, and knives were resorted to. 
Coo|rer was stabbed to death on the spot, 
and Hildreth received wouuds from 
which he cannot recover. 

Disaster ou the h. a o. 
WUKUXO. W. Va., April 21. —The 
Pitt burg and Cincinnati express on the 
Baltimore and Ohio struck a freight 
train just east of Hurnesvi.'lo, <)., Satur- 
day night. Moth trains are reported 
badly wrecked, a number of pa -.engers 
wounded and an engineer killed, but 
names oi details are not obtainable.

The Pittsburg Trouble Still 
Unsettled. 



THE STRIKE NOT TET ORDERED 



Officials Make a Proposition 
Which Is Rejected by the Kmplojree. 
Another Conference to Be HeM — Other 
Strike Troubles. 

Pttthburo. April 81.— Special commit- 
tees, appointed by the executive com- 
mittee of the Federated Railroad Em- 
ployes, called at all of the railroad offices 
in the city to see what the companies 
were willing to do. The committees re- 
ported that the proposition to advance 
wages of dav conductors to twenty-four 
cents per hour, night conductors to 
twenty-five cents per hour, day brake- 
man to nineteen cents and night brake- 
men to eighteen cents per hour has been 
offered to the grievance committee by 
the superintendents of all railroads en- 
tering the city, except the Baltimore 
Ohio railroad and the Pittsburg and 
I.ake Erie railway. All of these propo- 
sitions were considered separately by 
the federated executive committee and 
local grievance committee, and each one 
in the turn was unanimously re jected. 

When the last meeting adjourned 
there was such a hopeful feeling among 
the men as has not heen equalled since 
the trouble began. The men claim now 
that the railroad officials have virtually 
recognized the federation, and that one 
point has lrcen gained. 

Said President llawley when seem 
"The wages we will accept are embod- 
ied In our list of grievances. This list is 
our ultimatum." 

From another source it is learned that 
the grievance committee will endeavoi 
to secure further concessions from the 
railroads A failure in this, it is said, 
will result in a conflict. 

Still Arbitra m at Chicago. 

Chicago, April 21.— The conference 
between the arbitrating committees ol 
the Striking Carpenters' and the new 
Boss Carpenters' association h;is so far 
failed to bring about any settlement of 
the strike, although it was expected by 
a great many that it would. The ques- 
tion of wages was but briefly discussed 
Saturday, aud will be left for adjust- 
ment at the next meeting of the com- 
mittees, which will be held to-dav. 
The new association has recognized the 
carpenters' union and granted eight 
hours, and now the only questions to be 
settled are those of wages and the num- 
ber of men the bosses can employ. 
These, it is expected, can easily be set- 
tled. 

Strikers Ordering a Boycott. 

Boston, April 21.— The strikers at 
Squire's pork packing establishment re- 
solved yesterday to cable to France, En- 
gland and other foreign countries re- 
questing pork handlers not to handle 
Si | uire's goo Is until the trouble is set- 
tled. The firm claim that they did not 
order a lockout as the men assert. They 
say the orders to the killers Friday night 
not to come to work until sent for mere- 
ly meant that there were no hogs to be 
killed and work would be sus|>ended un- 
til some arrived. 

Carpenter*' Troubles at Indianapolis. 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 21.— The 
carpenters' unions have extended the 
time to consider their demands until 
late this evening, the understanding be- 
ing that if they do not accede, all the 
carpenters in the city will be called out. 
It is also intimated that if they should 
not bring the contractors to terms, a 
strike of all the building trades will be 
ordered. 

Illinois Miners Decide to Strike. 

Pana, 111., April II.— Miners held a 
secret meeting yesterday afternoon and 
decided upon a strike at the Pen well 
company's mines. The strike was pre- 
cipitated by the refusal of the IVnweU 
company to reinstate forty union men 
discharged last week. The fight will be 
strong, as the operators say positively 
they will not recognize the miners' 
union. 

Asking an Increase In Wages. 

New York, April 21.— The house- 
smiths met here yesterday and decided 
to demand $1 per day in end of $;i.r>0. 
Unless the demand is granted by May I, 
a general strike of the men is probable. 

SWINDLI NG THE F ARMERS. 

A Nhaiper's Trick Successfully Worked 
in Northern Indiana. 

Laportk, Ind., April 21.— A rather 
sanctimonious, middle-aged, bald-head- 
ed, educated, business-appearing man, 
who gave his name as E. S. Wilson, con- 
nected with a manufacturing establish- 
ment at .Mansfield, < >., about a year ago, 
is victimizing farmers throughout north- 
ern Indiana. Wilson goes to the unsus- 
pecting granger and offers to buy his 
farm, ami after making numerous in- 
quiries he concludes it is just the farm 
for a son who resides in Kentucky. 

WiLou becomes very intimately ac- 
quainted with the farmer, and finally, 
after several days, receives a telegram 
from his accomplice telling him his wife 
is very ill, and to come home at once. 
Wilson, ou the strength of his friend- 
ship with the farmer, borrows ijllOO or 
g20u. agreeing to return in a few days 
and pure base the farm. The purchaser 
then disappears. This swindle has been 
worked very extensively throughout 
North Indiana.

Owners sometimes get "rattle- 
headed " about their own particu- 
lar stock, so much so that they can see no 
earthly merit in anything that they do 
not own.

Brussels, April 21.— Stanley arrived

Labor M«f ting* in Loudon. 

London, April 21.— The eight hour 
district meetings con veiled in Loudon 
yesterday by the Federation of Ijabor 
union to consider the eight hour move- 
ment approved the proposition of the 
union to hold a monster meeting in 
Hyde park on May 1. The largest meet- 
ing yesterday was in Hyde park, and 
was addressed by several of the most 
prominent leaders of the short day 
movement. The chief speaker was John 
Williams. Among other things he said: 
The workinginen now have four holi- 
days every year forced upon them 
whether they want to observe those days 
or not. These holidays are primarily for 
the benefit of tho other classes than the 
workinginan and his convenience is not 
consulted in the matter at all. The one 
day that labor has asked for, May 1, is 
now denied. We propose to all take our 
Mayday holiday, however, whether the 
employers like it or not. 

Trouble Frared thu First of Mil v. 

Vienna, April 21. — The workmen in 
the mines ami iron works of the Prague 
Industrial company and the Austro-Al- 
pine Mining company have demanded 
the eight-hour day, and if the demand is 
refused thev will strike. This important 
movement indicates that a general strike 
throughout the empire is almost certain 
anil grav e apprehensions prevail in con- 
sequence. The excitement among the 
laboring population is so great as to 
make it certain that extensive demon- 
strations will occur on the first of May. 
The authorities are unable to conceal 
their anxiety. The cabinet will shortly 
publish a proclamation intended to in 
nuence the workinginon and lessen the 
danger of outbreaks. Requisitions for 
troops have 7 been received at Vienna 
from various industrial centers.
